Those indeed 
include these, for if the vices of 
the old man be put off and the 


graces of the new man be put on, 
all and each of the duties of our 
social relations cannot but be 
properly attended to. But the 
apostle wishes to be very explicit 
since he is exceedingly urgent on 
the subject of holy living. He is 
not content with his exhortations 
against our sins, and on behalf 
of the graces of our new life, but 
makes special applications with 
reference to particular relations.

PRIMITIVE EVANGELISM | 


By Rev. R. S. Beal, D.D., Pastor : 
First Baptist Church, Tucson, Arizona

I am speaking to you about an evangelism which is primitive}. 


”” (John 1:42). Though 


and as old as the Gospel itself, I would remind you that it is 
primary in importance and profitable in its outcome. 


Various forms of evangelism 
have developed during the history 
of the church and from time to 
time the emphasis thas fallen on 
some special aspect of it. There 
has been what one might call 
professional evangelism where the 
Spirit of God has been pleased 
to use men gifted as evangelists 
to appeal to the masses. Multitudes 
of souls have been swept into the 
kingdom of the Son of His love 
through this method which is com- 
ing back to its own these days. 


Also there is that type of evan- 
gelism which might be designated 
as pastoral. Under the leadership 
of the pastor, each department of 
the church, and particularly the 
Sunday School, is touched with 
the message of salvation. Every 
pastor realizes this section of 
church life is one of the most 
productive fields for evangelism. 
When children are taught the 
truth of the Word and the Bible 
is the textbook, it is not difficult 
to lead them into a saving know- 
ledge of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The Sunday School is organized 
and equipped for effective soul 
winning. 

That aspect of evangelism whicn 
engages our thought and is sug- 
gested by the text of my sermon 
is called personal evangelism. This 
method of reaching men and 
women for God has been always 
in vogue. It has been God’s way 
of doing things from the very be- 
ginning. Looking at it from the 
idealistic point of view, the pastor- 
al ministry of Sunday night is but 
the preparation for the personal 
ministry of the word throughout 
the week. Every Christian should 
be a teller of the good news and 
thus perpetuate the message of the 
pastor six days in the week. If 
Christians are not doing this, they 
are falling short of God’s plan 
for them. Thousands of souls may 
be touched through personal evan- 
gelism which cannot be touched 
through pastoral and public evan- 
gelism. 

One of the most common words 
in the nomenclature of Christians 
is the word “evangelism,” but to 
it we render more lip service than 
to any other phase of God’s ser- 
vice. We talk and talk about 
evangelism but do very little evan- 
gelizing. If we have any doubt as 
to the meaning of it, we will find 
the answer in the first chapter 
of John. It is bound up in the 
word ‘“‘findeth” which occurs three 
times in the latter portion of it. 
“He first findeth his own brother 
Simon... .:.” €Vs.. 41); “The day 
following Jesus would go forth in- 
to Galilee, and findeth Philip .. .” 
(Vs. 43); “Philip findeth Nathan- 


be surprised to hear intemperate 
language, false accusations, biased 
and abusive language from them.

The evangelism 
of which we speak is as simple 
as that. It is making known to 


those about us God’s plan and} 


program of redemption. It is find- 
ing another for the Lord Jesus. 

As we study this subject we 
shall seek to discover some of the 
elements of primitive evangelism 
which make for success and which 
reveal the practical and positive 
character of it for our day and 
age. The Apostle John does not go 
beyond the first chapter of his 
marvelous Gospel without making 
known to us these essential fea- 
tures of evangelism, an evangelism 
known to his day and one ap- 
propriate for our time. First we 
shall see how 


IT CENTERED IN CHRiST 


Unless we as Christian workers 
realize this, we might as well 
give up before we start. We do 
not have good news to bear to 
perishing souls aside from the 
truth of Christ’s saviorhood. Ir- 
respective of how the message was 
expressed in this chapter, in each 
instance it pointed to Christ. 
“John bare witness of him...” 
(Vs. 15); and again, “... Be- 
hold the Lamb of God, which tak- 
eth away the sin of the world!” 
(Vs. 29); “. . . We have found the 
Messiah...” (Vs. 41), and “he 
brought him to Jesus... .” (VS. 
42). The spjrit of the true evan- 
gelist was declared by John the 
Baptist when he said, “He must 
increase, but I must decrease” 
(John 3:30). 


The more we come to under- 
stand the real character of sin and 
the spiritual condition of the un- 
saved the more we will appreciate 
the fact that the only message 
worthwhile is the Christ-centered 
one. The Lord Jesus came into the 
world to meet the needs of suf- 
fering humanity and to save the 
souls of men from _§ everlasting 
perdition. If we were to take 
Christ out of Christianity only a 
meaningless thing would be left. 
If men could have been fitted for 
God’s glory and for divine use- 
fulness any other way, then it was 
not necessary for Jesus to have 
suffered and died as He did. 


When we go after the souls of 
men we need to go with Jesus 
and His message. He fits into 
every crack and crevice of human 
need. Sometime ago a congrega- 
tion had planned on the dedication 
of their new house of worship. It 
was to be a gala occasion. The 
building committee had prepared 
a golden key with which to open 
the doors to the new structure, 
but in their haste failed to see if 
it fit the lock. When the pastor 
tried to use it to unlock the 
doors and to invite the member- 
ship to enter and view the new 
structure, it failed to work. The 
old brass one was pressed into 
service and it worked perfectly. 
The “old, old story of Jesus and 
His love” always fits and always 
works. Down in a desert place 
Philip found this to be true. 
“Then Philip opened his mouth, 


and began at the same Scripture.,,. 


and preached unto him Jesus” 
(Acts 8:35). 

Another phase of primitive 
evangelism as brought out in this 
first chapter of John, is

IT HAD A DOCTRINAL BASIS 


None of those who bore their 
witness presented “a milk and 
water” Christ. Most emphatically 
they declared His messiahship 
and His glorious deity. One can- 
not go through this first chap- 
ter of John’s remarkable = gospel 
without touching _almost every 
fundamental and essential doc- 
trine of our Christian faith. It 


stretches all the way from the} 


incarnation of Christ to His 
second advent. There is no use 
asking a person to believe and 
trust unless we present a Per- 
son in whom they may trust, and 
a doctrine upon which they may 


el 
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stand through faith. The Bible 
never calls for a blind faith, “So 
then faith cometh by hearing, 
and ~- hearing by the word of 
God” (Rom 10:17). 


This first chapter of John pre- 
sents the Lord Jesus as Creator 
—‘He was in the world, and 
the world was made by him, and 
the world knew him not” (Vs. 
10). He is set forth as the ob- 
ject of faith—‘‘But as many as 
received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of 
God, even to them that believe 
on his name” (Vs. 12). We see 
Him also as the very embodi- 
ment of grace, “And of his ful- 
ness have all we received, and 
grace for grace” (Vs. 16). Know- 
ing these things about the Lord 
Jesus, we can ask men to trust 
Him and to cast. their hope of 
Heaven upon Him. 


I have a deep conviction in my 
soul that a positive, affirmative, 
dogmatic presentation of the per- 
son of Christ is what the Holy 
Spirit honors in the salvation of 
lost souls. It is not difficult to 
stir the emotions with tear-pro- 
ducing incidents, but action is 
meaningless unless it is based up- 
on some one and something. In 
this chapter there is no specu- 
lative system of philosophy about 
the Saviour. He is presented as 
the Logos, the Word, and we are 
told that “in the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was 
with God, ‘and the Word was 
God” (Vs. 1). ; 

Another feature about primi-

The only absolute, 
safe policy for any individual is 


total abstinence.

Laws are 
passed and administered by political 
representatives of the people in 
sympathy with those laws, therefore 
to abolish the liquor traffic we will 
need to use the influence of our 
organization in helping to elect the

We have just sent a check for 
$1,000 to Missionary Joe Weather- 
ly, secretary for a group of mis- 
Sionaries of four 
groups in India, where my booklet, 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
has been translated into the Mar- 
athi language. A special opportun- 
ity to purchase paper came. Bro- 
ther Weatherly cabled us for ad- 
vice. We urged him to buy the 
paper and promised $1,000 within 
two weeks. It was sent before that 
time and we will send more, God 
willing, to pay for the actual print- 
ing of approximately 300,000 copies 
of the booklet. Missionaries seem 
so united in their judgment that 
this booklet wins sinners to Christ 
and establishes new converts in 
the faith, that we are happy to 
help finance the printing of the 
booklet in that language. 

We have also just sent a check 
for $1,134 to Japan in answer to 
the earnest appeal of Missionary 
McVety, acting for us, with a 
group of missionaries representing 


eight or ten foreign mission soc-|. 


jeties. He asked for $2,000 and we 
are telling him we will expect to 
furnish the rest of the $2, 000 as 
soon as possible. 

We still have not been able to 
send money for printing in two 
other languages in India, the Ta- 
mil language and the Telugu lang- 
uage, and we still have not been 
able to send the $500 to Portugal 
which was requested.

erence to her position in Christ, 
and in the husband's application 
of love and gentleness to his wife, 
there is involved the sacredness 
of marriage. The wife’s submission 
is positively commanded, and is 
not affected by the reference in 
Galatians 3:.28, to the effect that 
“there is neither male nor female 
in Jesus Christ.” “Male and fe- 
male are one” as regards salvation 
in Christ, but that does not con- 
travene the Creator’s established 
relations of life. But in this submis- 
sion there is nothing derogatory 
to the woman, since subordination 
and order are the great character- 
istics of God’s workmanship. Com- 
pare here I Corinthians 11:3, and 
Ephesians 5:22, 33. In these places 
the apostle associates the wife’s 
submission to her husband with 
Christ’s submission to God. As 
there is nothing derogatory to 
Christ in his submission, so there 
is nothing derogatory to the 
woman in her submission. It is 
no “robbery” of God that Christ 
is equal to God, and yet the Son 
is submissive to the Father; so 
-it is no robbery to the husband 
that the wife is equal to him, and 
she is his equal though her sphere 
be different, and-yet she is sub- 
missive to him. The question of 
woman’s position and duties is 
not of modern origin, since it was 
agitated in the apostle’s own day 
among women of the Church at 
Corinth, and so far as the modern 
relation is concerned that question 
is here authoritatively settled. It 
is “fit in the Lord.” That means 
fit in Christ that the wife should 
submit to her husband. The ref- 
erence is, of course, to the believ- 
ing wife, she who is “in -Christ,” 
a saved woman, having a vital 
oneness with Him as the branch is 
one with the vine. The reference 
is to the woman who so appreci- 
ates her standing in Christ as to 
be able to feel the fitness of 
things resulting therefrom. She 
practices her submission to her 
husband in the sweetness and com- 
pleteness of her relations to 
Christ. 


Passing from the consideration 
of the wife’s submission to the 
husband’s love, we cannot but 
notice that the apostle does not 
say husbands command your 
wives. And why does he not so 
say, since it is correlative to the 
word “submit”? This is very sig- 
nificant. While the duty of sub- 
mission is enforced on the one 
side, the prerogative of command- 
ing is not enforced on the other 
side: He does not deny that pre- 
rogative, but neither does he so

much as mention it. It is not his 
purpose to enforce prerogatives, 
since they need no enforcement. 
Neither is it his purpose to exalt 
and magnify the husband over his 
wife. He recognizes his authority, 
but does not say one word which 
might have the effect to exagger- 
ate the husband in his own esti- 
mation with reference to his wife. 
But he does say, “‘Husbands love 
your wives.” This love includes 
every attention, honor, service and 
delight in her society, every defer- 
ence to her wishes and the re- 
posing of his confidence in her, 
as well as the enjoyment of his 
oneness with her in Christ. What 
more is it possible for the wife 
to desire? Thus if the husband be 
fixed in his place of authority, is 
not the wife exalted to stand by 
his side? Moreover, it is added, 
“be not bitter” against your wife. 
Here the husband is specifically 
warned against tyranny on the 
ground of his authority. In all his 
relations with his wife, love must 
rule. There is no place here for 
bad tempers, or impatience, or 
lack of considerateness, or any 
selfishness. 


II. As to Children and Parents 


In the first place children are 
to obey, and this “in all things.” 
This is the rule, though excep- 
tions are easy to be understood. 
The rule as thus expressed, how- 
ever, is proof of the importance 
attached to the principle of the 
child’s obedience. The grounds on 
which the child is to render this 
obedience is the most exalted in 
character, for he is thus to act 
because it is “well-pleasing in the 
Lord.” By the Lord here is meant 
Christ, and as the “well-pleasing” 
is said to be in Christ, rather than 
to Christ, the meaning must be 
that such children as are in Christ 
will render obedience to their par- 
ents in the very love and joy of 
their position in Him. Obedience 
is well-pleasing to them, because 
they are in Christ. 


But, furthermore, fathers must 

not provoke their children, which 
includes mothers, as well, no 
doubt. To “provoke not” means to 
be not unduly severe; the child’s 
obedience is to be required, the 
proper discipline is to be exercis- 
ed, but the family government is 
to be tempered, qualified, and in 
a sense glorified by parental love 
in Christ. Otherwise the child may 
become “disheartened,” desperate, 
and an easy prey to the wicked 
influences which are ever at work 
around him. 


III. As to Slaves and Masters 


Slaves must obey their ‘‘masters 
according to the flesh in all things,” 
necessary exceptions being, as 
in the other cases, easily under- 
stood. They are not to serve with 
eye-service, aS. men-pleasers, but 
in singleness of heart. This means 
undividedness of heart, without 
dishonesty, duplicity, or false show 
of industry, and at the same time 
to be “fearing the Lord.” That is, 
doing everything diligently and 
from the heart as though it were 
being done to Christ Himself, 
rather than to man. And _ the 
slave’s encouragement in this 
obedience is the fact that of Christ 
he shall receive “the recompense 
of the inheritance.” Notice that 
the word “recompense” is modified 
by the word “inheritance,” teach- 
ing that it is not a recompense 
of merit which the faithful slave 
or servant received, since it is an 
inheritance which constitutes the 
recompense, Nevertheless, it is a 
recompense and a most blessed 
compensation. 

In Matthew 21:35-38, the ser- 
vant and the heir are contrasted, 
but here they are one and the 
same; for this believer in Christ, 
though he be the slave of man, 
is at the same time, the free man 
of Christ, and as a son of God 
he is a joint heir with Christ. 


And he knows that it is so. He|. 


cannot fail of the recompense for 
he serves the Lord Christ who 
never disappoints His servants, 
therefore let him do all his obed- 
ience faithfully. And to stir him 
further to this faithfulness, he is 
warned that “he that doeth wrong 
shall receive back that which he 
did wrongfully.” That is, he may 
expect retribution proportioned to 
his offense. But indeed this warning

and to any and everyone, for, as 
the text reads: “There is no re- 
spect of persons,” neither of the 
Slave nor the master. Compare 
here Leviticus 19:15. 


And then there are obligations 
for the masters which, on their 
part, are as imperative as those 
pertaining to the servants. They 
must give to their bond-servants 
justice and fairness, for they also 
“have a Master in Heaven.” He 
that doeth wrong shall receive 
back, that which he did wrong- 
fully, eventhough he be a master. 


In the conclusion of this section 
of our epistle, there are two or 
three general reflections which 
suggest themselves. For example, 
in each of the three relationships, 
the apostle begins with the duties 
of the inferior or subjected party, 
an arrangement which is not ac- 
cidental, as we may judge by com- 
paring Ephesians 5:22 and the sub- 
sequent verses, as well as I Peter 
2:18 and the subsequent verses. 
One reason for this may be that 
the duties of submission and 
obedience are so _ incomparably 
important to all the interests of 
human life. 

A. further reflection is suggested 
by the fact that so large a space 
is given to the relationship of 
slaves and masters, as compared 
with that allotted to each of the 
other two, the same peculiarity 
being seen in the passages in 
Ephesians and Peter just refer- 
red to. The reason for this may be 
that slavery is not the intuitively 


sacred relation which either of the 


others are, thus making the obedi- 
ence of the slave peculiarly hard 
and repulsive. The apostle needs, 
therefore, to be more explicit and 
urgent. The principles of the gos- 
pel must always lead to the aboli- 
tion of slavery, but wherever it 
exists it involves obedience. 
Finally, all these duties of our 
social relations are here seen in 
special connection with the be- 
liever’s standing in Christ. His 
deity is brought out since it is 
Him we fear, Him we serve, and to 
Him we direct all our actions. It 
is He, moreover, who dispenses the 
recompense of the inheritance, or 
inflicts the final punishment. But 
not only is His deity emphasized, 


but also the salvation which is in 
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fashioned advice, sent for his 
mother. She walks in with stately 
tread and tries to reassure her 
royal son. She reminds him that 
in the palace was a young Man 
from the tribe of Judah, who had 
been taken captive, and she ad- 
vised him to have the young man 
brought, in the hope that he might 
be able to clear the mystery. I 
want you to notice that they had 
to send out after Daniel; he was 
not at the wine-guzzling, licentious 
blow-out that night; he did not 
arm and glove with that kind of 
a God-forsaken bunch. 

Daniel came and Belshazzar met 
him, saying, “Look here, Old Top, 
Ma has been singing your praises 
to me; she says you are on your 
job; that Grandpa used you and 
that you could make interpreta- 
tions and dissolve doubts. Do you 
see that writing there on the wall? 
Well, this set of fourflushers and 
false-alarms who have been win- 
ing and dining at my expense— 
it is meaningless hieroglyphics to 
them; it has raised them clear 
out. If you will read it, I will 
clothe you in scarlet and put a 
chain of gold about your neck and 
make you secretary of state.” 

But Daniel did not get excited 
over that line of dope. He scorned 
with noble pride the proffered gift 
and said, “Nothing doing; give your 
scarlet robes and gold chains and 
position to another! I will read 
the writing, but before I-do, I am 
going to preach you a sermon that 
you will remember when = suns 
faint and stars go out”; then he 
proceeded at once to read the 
King’s death warrant: 


“O thou King, the Most High 
God gave Nebuchadnezzar, thy 
father, a kingdom and majesty 
and glory and honor: And for the 
majesty that he gave him, all 
people, nations, and languages 
trembled and feared before him: 
whom he would he slew; and 
whom he would he kept alive; 
and whom he would he set up; 
and whom he would he put down. 
But when his heart was lifted up, 
and his mind hardened in pride, 
he was deposed from his kingly 
throne, and they took his glory 
from him: And he was driven from 
the sons of men; and his heart was 
made like the beasts, and his 
dwelling was with the wild asses: 
they fed him with grass like oxen, 
and his body was wet with the 
dew of heaven; till he knew that 
the Most High God ruled in the 
kingdom of men, and that he 
appointed over it whomsoever he 
will. And thou his son, O Belshaz- 
zar, hast not humbled thine heart, 
theugh thou knewest all this; But 
hast lifted up thyself against the 
Lord of Heaven; And they have 
brought the vessels of his house 
before thee, and thou and thy 
lords, thy wives, and thy concu- 
bines, have drunk wine in them: 
and thou hast praised the gods of 
silver, and gold, of brass, iron, 
wood, and stone, which see not, 
nor hear, nor know: and the God 
in whose hand thy breath is, and 
whose are all thy ways, hast thou 
not glorified.”—Dan. 5:18-23.

And when he had finished the 
sermon, Belshazzar took a gold 
chain and said: “This chain was 
given me by my §sgrandfather, 
Nebuchadnezzar,” and he threw it 
about the neck of Daniel, thus re- 
warding him for reading the doom 
of the great oriental city in which 
he reigned. 


But the merriment. becomes 
greater and greater. The royal 
banquet goes on. The hilarity in- 
creases. The women dance and the 
Devil’s feast goes on. But listen; 
I hear-the tramp, tramp of soldiers 
marching! The armies of the 
Medes and Persians have arrived, 
and with their arrival comes the 
down-fall of Belshazzar. One 
hundred and twenty-five years be- 
fore that night Isaiah had proph- 
esied what would take place. He 
had prophesied the conquest of 
Babylon by Cyrus. He had said 
that the enemy would enter by 
three gates, and that prophecy was 
fulfilled to the letter; for on that 
night of revelry and feasting the 
armies of Cyrus had turned the 
water of the Euphrates and had 
come in by the river bed and the 
leaved gates of Babylon. I can 
hear the shouts of the soldiers, the 
crashing at the gates; the screams 
of the men and the wailing of 
the women and the dull thuds of 
the battle-axe. In the streets of 
the city the blood of human beings 
runs like the wine had run at the 
feast. In that night was Belshazzar 
slain, and his kingdom divided and 
given to the invaders. 


I. Those Who Have No Time 
for Salvation Will Find 
Time to Die 

Belshazzar had time for lords; 
he had time for wives and con- 
cubines; time for pleasure and 
licentious dancing carousals, and 
no time for God; but he found 
time to die. I want to say to 
you here tonight, you men and 
women of my home town, Ben- 
nettsville, that you have found 
time for white houses, fat horses 
and sleek mules, automobiles, bank 
accounts and plantations, politics 
and pleasure; you have _ found 
time for your friends; but you 
have found no time for God. Just 
as sure as God is on His throne, 
the Judgment Day is set and 
death ison your track. Eternity is 
hanging out in view and your lamp 
of life will soon be extinguished; 
your race will be run, the grave 
will open to receive you; and you 
will find time to die. 


I knew a man in North Carolina, 
one of those avaricious, sordid, 
rapacious, penurious kind of mis- 
erly characters, always grasping, 
grabbing and filching. He had add- 
ed houses to houses and lands to 
lands; he had silver and gold, bank 
stocks and bonds. When he was 


;| sixty-five years old death knocked 


at his door and said, “I have come 
after you.” He was lying on his 
bed with his face to the wall, 
breathing heavily. His friends had 
gathered in his room and his sis- 
ter was sitting by his dying cot, 
when they heard him say, ‘‘O God! 
Time for money, time for politics, 
time for plantations, time for 
friends! But no time for God! And 
now I am dying without God!”

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dead will be raised. up, and to- 
gether we will be carried away 
to meet the Saviour in the air 
for our honeymoon with our Bride- 
groom. 

The Book of Revelation tells of 
the things that are to happen on 
the earth after the saints are car- 
ried away at the rapture. That 
rapture is pictured in Revelation 
4:1, 2, at the end of the message 
to the churches. Thereafter we 
learn of the plagues of the great 
tribulation time. Then chapter 19 
tells us of the return of Christ in 
‘glory, of the battle of Armaged- 
don and the death of all the.armies 
of the Antichrist. Then. chapter 
20 tells of the reign of Christ on 
the earth a thousand years, with 
all His saints, of the last rebellion 
of men against Christ and their 
death, then of the last imprison- 
ment of Satan for eternal torment, 
and finally of the Great White 
Throne Judgment of the unsaved 
dead. Then comes the’ twenty- 
first chapter, telling how God will 
wipe all tears from the eyes of 
His beloved ones in Heaven. Read 
the verse again in its context, Rev- 
elation 21:1-4: 

“And I saw a new heaven and 
a new earth; for the first heaven 
and the first earth were passed 
away; and there was no more sed. 

“And I, John, saw the holy city, 
Jerusalem, coming down from God 
-out of heaven, prepared as @ 
bride adorned for her husband. 

“And I heard a great voice out 
of heaven saying, Behold, the 
tabernacle of God is with men, 
and he will dwell with them, and 
they shall be his people, and God 
himself shall be with them, and 
be their God. . 

“AND GOD SHALL WIPE 
AWAY ALL TEARS FROM 
THEIR EYES; and there shall be 
no more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying, neither shall there be any 
more pain; for the former things 
are passed away.” 

Read that sweet Scripture again 
carefully and note that up to this 
time there have been death, sor- 
row, crying and pain, but now 
these are done away. There had 
been no death to the saints in 
Heaven, but to others, and so, sor- 
row and -crying and pain to the 
Lord Himself and to all in Heaven 
who love sinners and want them 
saved. But after the last judgment, 
after the earth is made new, and 
former things are passed away, 
then God tenderly will wipe away 
all tears from the eyes of saints 
in Heaven! 


Tears in Heaven! It seems hard- 
ly possible. Yet God says there 
are tears there, and that when 
the last sinner has gone to Hell 
and the last gospel preached and 
the earth is purged of all the 
taint and curse of sin, and made 
new, He will wipe away all tears! 


Trying to get around the fact 
of sorrow and burdens in- Heaven, 
people have ignored the’ Bible 
teaching that in Heaven our re- 
ward (not our salvation) is ac- 
cording to our works, ignored that 
plain teaching that we have per- 
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Heaven 


fect knowledge of durselves and 
others, both in Heaven and earth 
and Hell, and ignored the fact 
that as long as Christ has burdens 
we share them, as long as He a- 
waits the perfection and cornple- 
tion of His own triumph and hap- 
piness we wait with Him. There 
is infinite happiness and joy in 
Heaven, but there are tears, too, 
according to the Word of God. 
When the saints leave this vale of 
tears and death and sin, they sin 
no more, they die no more, they 
part no more with loved ones, 
they go to be with the blessed 
Saviour forever, with all the bless- 
edness that that means. But they 
do not forget sin in a moment, 
they do not forget those they have 
loved and left behind, and they 
are not blinded to the sin going 
on here, nor calloused to the suf- 
ferings on earth. With all the joys 
eternal, there are still tears for 
the saints in Heaven, till God 
shall at last wipe them all away, 
when sin and death and sorrow 
and pain are no more on the earth, 
and when the lake of fire has re- 
ceived forever the last unrepent- 
ant unconverted sinner. 


I. Our Own Sins and Failures 
Here Will Bring Us Tears In 
Heaven 


* Sie is a horrible thing. None -of 
us hate itand fearitas we ought. 
We will not be done with the sor- 
row it causes as soon as we might 


again by trusting in Christ Jesus, 
who died for sinners,* then our 


our soul’s salvation is concerned, 
the sin question is settled for good 
and we have everlasting life and 


(John 5:24). But as we have 
learned to our sorrow, we are not 
done with sin when we are saved. 
Still we have fleshly bodies, and 
carnal natures, and still we sin, 
and suffer for it. When we die, 
or when Jesus comes, then we will 
be saved completely from sin. 
Then the body will be changed in 
a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye (when Jesus Christ comes 
again for us) according to God’s 
Word (I Cor. 15:51,52). Then we 
will be done forever with sin in 
ourselves; but we will not yet be 
done with the results of sin. Those 
results will cause us sorrow in 
Heaven. 

First, our sins will cause us 
shame when Jesus comes. If we 
do not abide in Him, when He ap- 
pears we will have embarrassment, 
our confidence will fail, we will 
hate to face Him and we will be 
ashamed. I John 2:28 says: 

“And now, little children, abide 
in him; that, when he shall ap- 
pear, we may have confidence and 
not be ashamed before him at his 
coming.” 

How ashamed and heartsick will 
many a child of God be when 
Jesus comes, unexpectedly, and 
the Christian is found in sin. Some 
may be in theaters, some in tav- 
erns, and some engaged in business 
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His sister turned around and 
said to the friends who had as- 
sembled in the room, “Brother is 
not rational!” 

He hurled. himself over in the 
bed and said, “Sister, don’t you 
say I am not rational; my mind is 
as clear as it has ever been. I have 
cursed preachers and damned ev- 
angelists and hated the church. I 
have absented myself from the 
means of grace, lived in sin, brok- 
en God’s commands, grieved the 
Spirit, resisted the truth, trampled 
on the blood, hardened my heart, 
and stabbed my conscience! I 
have found time for money, corn 
and cotton and big plantations; 
but no time for God and the 
church, and now I am finding 
time to die without God!” 

Three days from that time he 
lay on his dying cot while his 
friends held him in bed, his blood- 
shot eyes rolling in their bony 
sockets and his swollen tongue loll- 
ing in his parched mouth, and 
cried, “Time, time, time for every- 
thing, but no time for God! And 
now I am dying without God!” 
And while death blew his cold 
breath in his face and crowded him 
against the wall, he shrieked and 
screamed, “Time, time, time, for 
everything but God! And now I 
am dying without God!” and. he 
died with the awful lamentation 


on his parched lips and went to 
Hell,

think. When we are saved, born. 


and did not carry a blank 


dog. 

Belshazzar had been weighed in 
the balances and found wanting. In 
whose balances? In the balances 


of God! Not in the balances of 
public opinion, not in the balances 
of his own infamy, not in the bal- 
ances of his own estimation, not 
in the balances of human philos- 
ophy, not in the balances of court- 
ly flattery; but in the balances of 
an outraged God! 

Every man and every woman is 
to be weighed in the same bal- 
ances, and the balance is God’s 
Word. “And if any man hear my 
words, and believe not, I judge 
him not: for 1 came not to judge 
the world, but to save the world. 
He that rejecteth me, and re- 
ceiveth not my words, hath one 
that judgeth him: the word that 
I have spoken, the same shall 
judge him in the last day’? (John 
12:47, 48). 

My friends, if there is anything 
that will condemn you tonight, it 
will condemn you when the stars 
are being wrung from their soc- 
kets, and the moon is bleeding, and 
the sun is fainting, and graves are 
bursting, and worlds are crumb- 
ling, and Jesus is splitting the sky 
in great majesty and glory, sur- 
rounded by the _ blood-washed 
armies of Heaven. Unless you con- 
fess and forsake that sin and come 
to God through the atoning blood 
of Jesus Christ, you will be lost! 
Some of you people wriggle and 
squirm and twist under. the 
preaching of a little one-horse ev- 
angelist as if you had a hornet in 
your clothes. Where will you stand 
when the all-seeing, X-ray eye of 
Almighty God is turned on you, 
and every faculty of your mind

before Christ. Do not say no Chris- 
tian ever goes where he should 
not. Many a Lot, vexing his right- 
eous soul, will be in the midst 
of some wicked Sodom when Jesus 
comes. Many a David after God's 
own heart in other matters may 
be with some Bathsheba when 
Jesus comes. Many a Peter will 
be warming by the devil’s fire and 
denying his Lord. So we may ex- 
pect the roofs of picture houses 
to need repair, broken by raptur- 
ed but shamed Christians at the 
rapture, when Jesus comes for 
His own. For He will take His 
own. It will still be of grace, not 
of works, and we who deserve to 
be left behind, but have trusted 
in the blood shed for sinners, will 
be taken with our Saviour, when 
He comes for those He has pur- 
chased. Christ will not seize an 
arm and a leg of His bride and 
leave the body here. It will be a 
rapture, not a rupture. 


But how shamed, how sad, will 
be those who are not pleasing the 
Lord Jesus when He comes, “a- 
shamed before him at his coming,” 
as the Holy Spirit puts it. So 
many Christians will have tears 
of sorrow and shame over them- 
selves, when they meet the Sav- 
iour. 

Of the ten virgins .pictured in 
Matthew 25:1-13,;° bridesmaids 
waiting for the Bridegroom, I 
have always been ashamed that 
“they all slumbered and slept.” Not 
just the foolish virgins, with no 
oil] of salvation, but the wise as 
well, who had oil. They represent 
the saved waiting for our Lord 
and Saviour. They are command- 
ed to “watch.” But they, like the 
people of the world, forget to 
watch and go to sleep. The Bride- 
groom will come and find them 
sleeping. With shame, Christians 


| startled by the cry, “Behold, the 


Bridegroom cometh!” will rub 
their eyes and begin to trim their 
smoking lamps. Many Christians 
will meet Jesus with shamed, red 
faces, and with tears. Tears in 
Heaven! Tears in our = glorified 
faces, as we go into Heaven with 
Christ Jesus and all the saints! 
Next, we will surely grieve, 
many of us, when we stand at the 
judgment seat of Christ to give 
account, where “every one may 
receive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad.” Read 
carefully the Scripture which 
warns us of the judgment of Chris- 


tians, saved people in Heaven, fac-.

killed, the unfaithful servant was 
not killed, nor does the parable 
say he was cast into outer dark- 
ness, nor into a furnace of fire, 
as the Saviour did frequently say 
in parables, teaching what will 
happen to lost people. No, that un- 
happy man must picture an un- 
faithful Christian at the judgment 
seat of Christ, ashamed, embar- 
rassed and reproved by the Sav- 
jour for his fruitless life! 


But return again to the Scrip- 
ture, II, Corinthians 5:9-11. Saved 
people are to receive according to 
things done in the body, “whether 
it be good or bad.” Those who 
have done good will have joy and 
praise from Christ. Do you think 
those who are reproved for hav- 
ing done bad will not be sad? 
There, no doubt, will flow some 
tears! 


In fact, to face Christ at that 
time will be a terror to those who 
have failed to do His bidding after 
they were saved. I say “terror’— 
that is exactly what Paul wrote of 
that time, by inspiration of God: 
“Knowing, therefore, the terror of 
the Lord,” Paul says after describ- 
ing that judgment of Christians, 
“we persuade men.” I once 
thought that verse was speaking 
of the terror with which lost men 
will face Christ, but it is not so. 
Knowing the terror that will fall 
on saved people, saints in Heaven 
after the rapture, who face Christ 
after a wasted life, Paul went 
about persuading other Christians 
to do as he did, laboring that he 
‘might be acceptable to Christ 
when he should stand before the 
Saviour! In Heaven it will be ter- 
rible to face Christ, who saved 
‘you. and keeps you, in your shame 
over your wasted life! Tears in 
‘Heaven! 


Paul urged Timothy to be “a 
workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed” (II Tim. 2:15), and 
doubtless spoke of this same time 
‘when saints in Heaven will be 
ashamed and sad as they face 
Jesus their Saviour. I am _ not 
speaking of punishment now, but 
of tears, of shame and sadness. 
There will be tears in Heaven 
‘over our failure and wasted oppor- 
tunities, surely. 

Another Scripture let me give, 
telling how we will suffer loss in 
Heaven and have tears. I Corinth- 
jans 3:11-15 says: 

“For other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which 
is Jesus Christ. 

“Now if any man build upon 
this foundation gold, silver, prec- 
ious stones, wood, hay, stubble: 

“Kvery man’s work shall be 
made manifest; for the day shall 
declare it, because it shall ‘be 
revealed by fire, and the fire shall 
try every man’s work of what 
sort it is. 

“If any man’s work abide which 
he hath built thereupoi he shall 
receive a reward. 

“If any man’s work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss; but 
he himself shall be saved; yet so 
as by fire.” 

Notice that this entire passage 
speaks of Christians, those build- 
ing upon the foundation of Jesus 
Christ Himself. Even those whose 
works are all burned up, these 
Christians in Heaven will be saved 
so as by fire. 

But how many Christians there 
are, whose work in this life is 
only wood, hay and stubble, and 
will all vanish as vain things, when 
tried by fire! Christians who built 
upon their salvation, after receiv- 
ing Christ as Saviour, “will receive 
a reward.” They all at this judg- 
ment have salvation, freely given 
by grace. The judgment is not to 
determine salvation, but to deter- 
mine rewards! And some will have 
no rewards! Instead, they will see 
the work of a lifetime gone, wast- 
ed, trash burned up. They will, the 
Scripture says, “suffer loss,” 
though they are themselves “sav- 
ed so as by fire.” 

A woman was saved out of a 
burning building. In the burning 
home two little children died. I 
-.am sure she was glad she was 

‘saved, but she suffered a very 
great loss, and she wept many 
tears. Well, do you suppose when 
a Christian gets to Heaven it will 
be so different? With his works 
all burned up, with loved ones lost 
in Hell to whom he might have 
carried the gospel, do you think

a Christian, ashamed before 
Christ, reproved before Christ and 
others, will not weep? Suppose a 
wicked sinner is saved by the 
blood of Christ; he should spend 
all his days in pleasing Christ, 
winning souls, bearing fruit for the 
day he shall stand before’ the 
judgment seat of Christ, but he 
does not. His life is wasted. He 
does not win a soul. Like Lot he 
allows his city to go to Hell with- 
out winning a soul and ruins even 
his own family. All his building, 
after he has the true foundation, 
Jesus Christ, is of wood, hay, and 
stubble. When he faces Christ it 
will all be burned up, and he will 
find himself saved but so as by 
fire, standing naked before the 
Saviour’s disapproval. And he can- 
not help Christ reign as will 
others. Do you think there will be 
no tears, tears over lost loved 
ones, tears over grieving the dear 
Saviour he loves, even though he 
has treated Him so badly? Do you 
think he will have no shame, no 
weeping for the fruitless, wasted 
years? Do you suppose he will 
shout, “Hallelujah! My family has 
gone to Hell, maybe because I 
never tried to win them, Christ 
has been dishonored, my life has 
been wasted, but I don’t. care, 
just so I got to Heaven myself. 
Hallelujah!” NO! He will have 
tears in Heaven. He will have 
comfort, too, and unspeakable joy 
in the Saviour, but he will have 
tears! And one day, long after, 
God shall wipe away all tears 
from the eyes of saints in Heaven! 


Paul thought much of the white 
blaze of that judgment seat of 
Christ. The Thessalonians were to 
be part of Paul’s joy at Christ’s 
coming, he said (I Thess. 2:19), 
and how fervently he cherished 
them, that it might add to his joy 
at that day! And Paul fervently 
prayed for them that they might 
{be “unblamable” at Christ’s com- 
ing (I Thess. 3:13). So Christians 
may miss their joy at  Christ’s 
coming, and may be blamable and 
so reproved and sad, even in Heav- 
en. 


If you do not want to be “a- 
shamed before Him at His com- 
ing,” if you do not want to face 
the “terror of the Lord,” and suf- 
fer loss, seeing your works all 
burned up, then, dear Christian, 
WATCH NOW, labor, win souls, 
abide in Christ, live a holy life. 
There will be tears in Heaven for 
your sin and failure here. 


II. Tears In Heaven Over Sins of 
Others On Earth 


In Revelation is a most reveal- 
ing glimpse given to John by the 
Saviour; showing the anxiety of 
souls in Heaven over the sins of 
men on the earth: 

“And when he had opened the 
fifth seal, I saw under the altar 
the souls of them that were slain 
for the word of God, and for the 
testimony which they held; 

“And they cried with a loud 
voice, saying, How long, O Lord, 
holy and true, dost thou not judge 
and avenge our blood on them 
that dwell on the earth? 

“And white robes were given un- 
to every one of them; and it was 
said unto them, that they should 
rest yet for a little season, until 
their fellow servants also and 
their brethren, that should be 
killed as they were, should be 
fulfilled” (Rev. 6:9-11). 

This remarkable passage shows 
us that the souls of those in Heav- 
en, even before they receive their 
resurrection bodies, know and 
grieve about the sin on the earth. 
They want sin punished. They feel 
for the persecuted. ‘They know 
that sin continues and that those 
who killed them have not yet 
been punished. So, surely, “all 
Saints in Heaven must be concern- 
ed, must sometimes weep, at the 
Sin and sorrow on the earth. 


The above Scripture could mean 
nothing but this, that the souls in 
Heaven must assuredly know that 
their murderers, unpunished, are 
still continuing in sin on earth. 
In other words, they know what 
goes on on earth. The Scripture 
could mean nothing less. 


The Scripture teaches that 
saints in Heaven watch the Chris- 
tian race here on earth, and that 
for that reason we should lay a- 


side every weight and the beset- 
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64:6 are these words: 


leaf has life, each leaf denotes 
the plant or bush or tree from 
which it fell. Each leaf in itseif 
tells whether it is a new leaf, 
young in dgys, or an old leaf that 
has withstood the storms of the 
season and is ready now to fall. 
In this respect human beings are 
quite like the leaf. ‘There are 
young ones with their soft tender 
years, their lovely trusting hearts, 
their sweet ways and with the 
buoyancy of youth. The years 
pass by and these begin to fade 
and to fail as the leaf on the 
tree. 


Leaves are not fruit. Leaves in 
the Bible speak of a profession 
and a confession which may or 
may not be accompanied by fruit. 
Our Lord found a fig tree on 
which there was “Nothing but 
leaves.” He expects more than 
leaves in our lives. He would have 
us laden with fruit for His glory 
and blessing for our fellow-men. 

Leaves are born to die. They

Leaves are common and yet quite uncommon. In Isaiah 


“We all do fade as a leaf.” In this short 
statement, we may learn many lessons about our lives which 
it will be profitable to observe just now. 


Only God can make a leaf. Each) 


appear in the spring and we know 
quite well that they shall fall in 
the autumn. By examining the 
leaf after it has fallen, we may 
tell something of its experiences 
through the summer. Some fall 
full sized, unmarred, beautiful in 
color, glorious in tints; whereas 
others fall curled, shrunken, sear 
and yellow and even perhaps eaten 
by worms and other enemies. Some 
are split and torn by the savage 
winds. The condition of the leaf 
tells either a story of protection 
and progress or a story of adver- 
sity and hardship. So it is in the 
life of a man or a woman who 
reaches the end of the long sum- 
mer of: life. A sudden gust of 
wind, some disease, or some ac- 
cident may quickly tear the soul 
away from its moorings and it is 
blown to the grave. Some fall in 
the midst of the summer of life 
from the glorious heights of the 
tree-top to the gutter of the street, 
to become soiled and wrecked long 


ting sin of unbelief and patiently 
run the race set before us. 

“Wherefore, seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great: a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let 
us run with patience the race that 
is set before us” (Heb. 12:1). 


Heavenly witnesses know how 
we run, they know the surpassing 
magnitude of the reward and the 
eternal consequences if we fail and 
do not win souls and bear fruit. 
Do you think they are not sad 
when we fail, that they do not 
weep when we sell out to the 
world, when we let souls go to 
Hell? 


Some people doubt, even with 
the above Scriptures, that heaven- 
ly saints know what goes on on the 
earth. But the witnesses above 
could be none but those named in 
the preceding chapter; they com- 
pass us about and witness our 
race, like spectators in a heavenly 
grandstand. We cannot hear them, 
but think not they do not cheer 
or weep when we do well or when 
we sin and fail. 


These witnesses, great men and 
women of faith mentioned in Heb- 
rews, chapter 11, are referred to 
in Hebrews 12:1. But the passage 
quoted above, Hebrews 12:1, seems 
to include not only the heroes of 
the eleventh chapter, but all the 
saved. Notice that it is “so great 
a cloud” of the saved. That indi- 
cates all the assembled multitudes 
in Heaven. Notice too that ‘“‘we 
also are compassed about” by 
these Heavenly witnesses. This 
could not mean simply that those 
saints of the Old Testament wit- 
ness to us by their record and 
their lives, because they really 
compass us about now, a great 
assembled cloud of witnesses. It 
seems clear that the Holy Spirit 
had in mind the assembled mul- 
titudes of Heaven, as if they were 
in the grandstand of glory look- 
ing down upon the saints on earth. 
People on earth are the center of

to lay aside every weight and the

Let no preacher in a little 
church think that he has no audi- 
ence for his message. An unseen 
audience of multitudes compasses 
him about! Let no Christian who 
sins in the dark think that he is 
unobserved. He is compassed about 
with so great a cloud of witnesses! 
Assuredly in Heaven they know 
what goes On on earth. 

There are those who think that 
the joys of Heaven are possible 
only through ignorance. If that 
were true, then half-witted peo- 
ple would be happier than those 
more nearly like God! The Scrip- 
ture teaches that our knowledge 
will be perfected when we have 
glorified bodies. I Corinthians 13: 
12 says: “For now we see through 
a glass, darkly; but then face to 
face: now I know in part; but 
then shall I know even as also 
I am known.” We will know as 
Christ knows. “We know that 
when he shall appear, we shall be 
like him” (I John 3:2), and the 
perfect knowledge in Heaven will 
include‘a knowledge of sin on the 
earth. 

Another Scripture which teach- 
es how much we will know in 
Heaven is in Luke 16:19-31. There 
the dear Saviour gave real history, 
not a parable as some suppose. He 
talked about real people and nam- 
ed two of them, Abraham and 
Lazarus. A careful study of that 
Scripture will reveal the following 
facts: (1) Abraham and Lazarus 
knew each other in Heaven. (2) 
Abraham and Lazarus saw the rich 
man in Hell, knew him and talked 
to him. (3) Abraham in Heaven 
also saw*the five lost brothers on

before its time. Some hang on 
through all the storms of the 
seasons and cling throughout the 
winter to the limb of the tree as 
though it would not let go this 
life. These are they who live on, 
past the allotted three-score year 
and ten, past ninety, and attain 
even the century mark. 

Some believers grow more beau- 
tiful as they grow~ older. Others 
give a benediction of peace as one 
sits in their presence. Some de- 
velop most beautiful traits of 
character when the hair becomes 
whitened with the wintry blast 
and the face becomes wrinkled 
with the sorrows of the summer. 
Others become more cruel as age 
creeps on. They give way to their 
passionate tempers, they become 


j} unruly, hard to live with, unrea- 


sonable in their demands, unsat- 
isfied, faultfinding and critical. 
These are the leaves, such as fall 
from the cottonwood and the 
peach tree. There is nothing at- 
tractive there, nothing beautiful. 
This leaf falls in the wind, is 
swept away from sight and is 
never missed. 

Leaves, such as the hard maple, 
which cling through the winter 
season, do not drop from the tree 
until the new life appears in the 
balmy springtime. The fresh young 
buds push off the old, dead leaves 
and what the storms could not do, 
the new life does. How true this 
is today in our social system. The 
older men who have served faith- 
fully through the years are pushed 
out;,of the way and lose their 
positions because of the advent 
of younger men with their fresh 
courage and their buoyant ambi- 
tions. Thus the leaf must leave 
its accustomed place and be cast 
aside to wither and wilt and 
waste away. 

There are leaves which are so 
beautiful in the fall of the year 
that the school children gather 
them, place them in their memory 
books, take them to school for 
the botany teacher to see, and 
save them for after years. 

In gathering these lovely leaves, 
many leaves are ignored by the 
children because they are not at- 
tractive. They do not appeal to 
the child’s sense of beauty or 
value. There are those in life who 
are like this. They seem to serve 
only themselves. They do not care 
to develop those Christian graces 
which will make them beautiful 
throughout their life and especial- 
ly lovely in their Jast days. 

Fig leaves proved to be only 
false finery for EvE. They shrivel- 
ed and shrank and left her ex- 
posed to the eyes of an offended 
God. So today, leaves of profession 
will not suffice to hide the soul 
from the living Lord.

earth and knew that they had 
Moses and the prophets, that is, 
the Old Testament Scriptures. (4) 
The man in Hell still knew about 
his lost brothers, saw things in 
Heaven, and knew what went on 
there. 

Another Scripture which makes 
clear that in Heaven they know 
about us here on earth is the ac- 
count of the transfiguration of 
Jesus in the presence of Moses and 
Elijah, Peter, James, and John. 
Read the account in Luke 9:27-36. 
There you will note the following 
facts: (1) Moses and Elijah, who 
never saw each other on earth, 
knew each other in Heaven. (2) 
They knew when to come to earth 
to meet Jesus and where they 
would meet Him. (3) They knew 
what was going on on the earth. 
They talked with Jesus concerning 
“his decease which he should ac- 
complish at Jerusalem.” 


Again I say the attention of 
Heaven is centered on earth. In 
Heaven Moses and Elijah knew 
that Jesus was on earth, that He 
was heading straight for the cross! 
They knew where He went, what 
He did, what He planned. They 
knew to meet Him on a certain 
mountain at a certain day. Heav- 
enly saints know what goes on on 
earth. 


Another Bible instance which 
proves that people in Heaven know 
what happens on earth is that 
of Samuel. After he died and went 
to Heaven, he knew what was 
happening on earth, and some 
things at least of what would hap- 
pen in the future, as you see from 
I Samuel 28:11-19. 


The Saviour’s parables 
the lost sheep and the lost coin 
certainly teach that in Heaven 
people know about both the saved 
and the lost on earth. Of the shep- 
herd with the lost sheep Jesus 
Said: 

“And when he cometh home, he 
calleth together his friends and 
neighbours, saying unto them, Re- 
goice with me; for I have found 
my sheep which was lost. I say 
unto you, that likewise joy shall 
be in heaven over one sinner that 
repenteth, more than over ninety 
and nine just persons, which need 
no repentance” (Luke 15:6, 7). 

The Saviour must mean that 
When a soul is saved, He calls to- 
gether His “friends and neigh- 
bours” in Heaven, that all may re- 
joice over a sinner saved. You see 
that the saints in Heaven know 
about the lost person who is sav- 
ed. They also know about the 
ninety and nine just persons who 
do not need to repent since they 
are already saved. Saints in Heav- 
en observe both saints and sinners 
on earth. 

There is a continual flow of peo- 
ple from earth to Heaven. Think of 


about 


the saints who die every day and 
go to Heaven. Think how joyfully 
they will greet those have gone on 
before. Think how they will talk 
together of things down here on 
the earth. With thousands of peo- 


ple going every day from earth to. 


Heaven, the center of attention 
in Heaven is earth. 


Remember the angels have con- 
stant intercourse between earth 
and Heaven. Jacob’s ladder was 
real (Gen. 28:12), though we, like 
Jacob, do not realize it except it be 
specially revealed to our blinded 


eyes. The guardian angels of chil- | 


dren always behold the face of the 
Father, Jesus said (Matt. 18:10). 
The word angel literally means 
messenger, and angels are ‘“‘minis- 
tering spirits, sent forth to minis- 
ter for them who shall be heirs of 
salvation” (Heb. 1:14). Angels are 
about Christians all the time (Psa. 
34:7). How, then, could those in 
Heaven be in ignorance of what 
goes on on earth, if angels, the 
servants and messengers 
saints, know all about earthly mat- 
ters? Then shall not the saints 
themselves know? 


Even in Hell they know about 
what goes on on the earth. In his 
torment over his own sins, the 
rich man yet had time to plead 
and grieve over lost brothers on 
earth (Luke 16:27-31). He loved 
his brothers still, longed for their 
salvation, talked about them with 
tender. concern. Do you think in 
Heaven they will know less? Or 
will they care less, do you think? 
Then in Heaven they long over lost 
loved ones on earth, grieve for 
them, and then rejoice with un- 
speakable joy when they are sav- 
ed! 


Beyond any doubt, saints in 
Heaven know about the sin and 
sorrow and pain and death on 
earth, and knowing, they weep! 
God promised that after the thou- 
sand-year reign on earth and af- 
ter the last judgment of the unsav- 
ed dead, ‘‘God shall wipe away all 


of the.

tears! 


There is wonderful joy in Heav- 
en, joy in seeing Jesus, joy in see- 
ing loved ones, joy in being at 
last beyond sin, joy in no more 
partings, joy in perfect freedom 
from physical pain, joy in the 
grand wonder of perfect know- 
ledge, when we know even as we 
are known. There is the greatest 
joy of all in the salvation of sin- 
ners saved on earth, for that is 
the dearest thing to the heart of 
God and Christ, even in Heaven. 
Do not lose sight of the infinite 
'glory and beauty and wondrous 
\happiness of Heaven. But in that 
‘happy place there are yet tears, 
sometimes, for the sins and sor- 
rows on earth. May God grant my 
life here may never cause a tear 
to my mother, my father, my loved 
ones in Heaven! Rather, I pray 
they may often rejoice because of 
those who repent and come to 
Christ through my labor and wit- 
nessing and prayers! : 


Even the joy in Heaven must) 


presuppose sorrow. If “there is joy 
in the presence of the angels of 
'God over one sinner that repent- 
eth” (Luke 15:10), then two 
things, I think, are  obvious- 
ly proved by. that joy. First, 
there was some lack of joy, some 
anxiety, over the sinner before he 
repented, and second, there must 
be grief over other sinners who 
/never repent. Heaven’s joy, much 
of it at least, is over soul winning. 
But the soul winning law is this: 
‘They that sow in tears shall reap

The Judge and His God 


Does God ever sit on the Judge’s , 
bench?He does if the judge really 
seeks Him, thinks Federal Judge 
Harold R. Medina, who presided 
over the trial of the eleven top- 
ranking U. S. communists. Last 
week the Living Church quoted 
from a speech by Episcopalian 
Medina on the subject, “The Judge 
and His God”: 

“There is much in the _ Bible 
about judges, but I do not know 
of any judge who has discussed 
the impact of religion upon his 
profession .. . Fortunately for me, 
I was taught to pray from so 
early a time that I cannot remem- 
ber going to bed at night without 
saying my prayers. .. Ido not see 
why a judge should be ashamed 
that he prays for divine guid- 
ance and for strength to do his 
Guy’... 

“There came a time. . . when I 
did the most sincere and the most 
fervent praying that I have ever 
done in my life. I suddenly found 
myself in the midst of the trial 
of the communists. It took me a 
long time to realize what they were 
trying to do to me. But as I got 
weaker and weaker, and found the 
burden difficult to bear, I sought 
strength from the one source that 
never fails. 

“Let me be specific. There came 
a time when one of the defendants 
on the stand refused to answer a 
question, pleading a supposed con- 


stitutional privilege which obvious- 
ly had no application. I gave him 
time to consult with his counsel. I 
held the matter in abeyance over- 
night, and on the next day... I 


sentenced the man to prison for 30° 


days, unless he should sooner 
purge himself of contempt by an- 
swering the question. Pandemoni- 
um broke loose. The other ten de- 
fedants and their lawyers, and 
many of the spectators, rose to 
their feet; there was a_e great 
shouting and hullabaloo, and sev- 
eral of the defendants started to- 
ward the bench. 

“In all that excitement, I felt 
just as calm as I do now... . I did 
not raise my voice ...I singled 
out several of those men, identi- 
fied the language they were using, 
got it on the record, and sentenced 
each of them to imprisonment for 
the balance of the trial. 

“T tell you .. that I never had 
the will and the self-control to do 
these things. If ever a man felt 
the presence of someone beside 
him, strengthening his will and 
giving him aid and comfort, I cer- 
tainly did on that day... 

“After all is said and done, it is 
not we who pull the strings; we 
are not the masters, but the ser- 
vants of our Master’s will; and it 
is well that we should know it 
to be so.”

his own flesh and blood. Ap- 
parently there was no _ timidity 
with him in speaking to his next 
of kin. We often wonder if any 
one has a message for the curb- 
stone who does not have one for 
the hearthstone. A candle which 
will not burn in one room is likely 
not to burn in another. I heard 
of a young man who wanted to 
preach the Gospel and was will- 
ing to go to another part of the 
country to do so, yet when he 
was asked about his home, he 
did not know about the spiritual 
condition of his parents or that 
of his. brothers and sisters. 

The Lord Jesus. said to the 
young man who wanted to follow 
Him wheresoever He went, “Go 
home to thy friends, and teil 
them how great things the Lord 
hath done for thee...” (Mark 
5:19). We often feel it would be 
easier to take a ship and go to 
the heathen to tell what the Lord 


has done for us than to go home 


to loved ones-~ and _6 intimate 
friends. The risen Ohrist sug- 
gested the place to begin for all 
of our witnessing, “. ..and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the ut- 
termost part of the earth” (Acts 
1:8). 

The Christian is never off duty 
whether at home, in the office 
or on the street. The soldier may 
have his leave of absence and the 
business man his’ vacation, but 
not so the Christian. The supreme 
urgency of evangelism is the lost 
estate of men. 

Another feature of primitive 
evangelism indicates 


IT WAS INTERESTED IN 
INDIVIDUALS 

The first chapter of John is 
very impressive in this respect. 
The individual stands out clearly. 
We do not see the masses here 
but the brother and the neigh- 
bor and the friend. While the 
Great Commission directed the 
disciples to the whole world, yet 
if the world was to be won it 
was by way of the individual. 
The great temptation of the 
hour is to lift men en masse and 
we want to do it by legislation. 
But the Bible knows nothing of 
this. When the living nations ap- 
pear before Christ at His second 
advent they will be judged on the 
basis of the individual citizen, the 
goats being placed on one side 
and the sheep on the other. The 
spiritual status of each one will 
be examined. The figure changes 
a bit in the parable of the wheat 
and the tares, but the teaching 
is the same. The wheat repre- 
sents the children of the king- 
dom, and the tares, the children

of the evil one. At the return of 
the Lord the separation will take 
place with each individual com- 
ing before Him for consideration. 
All the tares will be rooted out 
and the wheat will be gathered 
into His garner which is the 
kingdom age. 

As accountable to God, we 
need to get our. eyes on the in- 
dividual and ask God to’ enable 
us to seize upon every opportun- 
ity for dealing with him. 

Above the entrance of a hos- 
pital in London is a significant 
symbol. An angel is before an 
ash heap blowing into the em- 
bers. Below are the words in 
Latin, ‘There may still be a 
spark therein.” 

Does the gospel we _ possess 
look upon those who are dead 
in sin as hopeless individuals or 
as those still having a_ spark 
within, not a_ divine spark of 
course, but a spark responsive 
to the appeal of love? We often 
sing, 


Down in the human heart, crushed 
by the tempter, 


Feelings lie buried that grace 


can restore; 
Touched by the loving heart, 
wakened by kindness, 
Chords that were broken will 
vibrate once more. 


It is well for us to note how 
primitive evangelism stood in re- 
lation to men in various walks 
of life. 


IT DISREGARDED CLASS 


“And Nathanael said unto him, 
Can there any good thing come 
out of Nazareth? Philip saith un- 
to him, Come and see” (Vs. 46). 
Though there was prejudice in 
the heart of Nathanael, neverthe- 
less there was no racial feeling in 
the heart of the Saviour. He lov- 
ed all classes of people and died 
for all races. Nowhere does the 
Bible teach us that racial dis- 
tinctions will be obliterated be- 
fore the coming of the Lord, but 
it does teach that Christians are 
to leap over all racial boundaries 
with the Gospel of salvation. The 
color of a man’s skin makes no 
difference when it comes to the 
Gospel, for he is entitled to hear 
the message as much as any 
white man, be he ever so black. 

While Jesus came to the Jew- 
ish nation, yet we read in this 
same Gospel of John how “he must 
needs go through Samaria” 
(John 4:4). Those people whom 
the Jews despised were precious 
in the eyes of Jesus and His 
message was as much for them as 
for any one else. Prejudices must 
be buried in the Lord’s work. 
The color of a man’s skin in no 


wise lessens our responsibility. 


Peter was filled with prejudice. 


toward the Gentiles. The Lord 
had to let down a sheet from 
Heaven filled with animals and 
give to him a veritable Noah's 
ark scene to take out of his 
heart the feeling which he had 
in relation to those whom he re- 
garded as unclean. He was con- 
strained by the Lord to take the 
Gospel to a Gentile, even as 
Jonah was called upon to go to 
Nineveh. But Jonah went by 
way of the whale’s belly because 
he had a strong racial prejudice 
in his soul. Praise God, both were 
cured! 

Jesus called men from various 
walks of life and used them to 
the glory of God. Frequently we 
leave the poor and uninviting to 
the tender mercies of the Salva- 
tion Army and the outcasts to 
the missions on the lower streets 
of the city when our God-impos- 
ed responsibility is to love the 
unlovely into loveliness. The only 
distinction God makes is “to the 
Jew first, and also to the Gen- 
tile.”’ 

As we study further the evan- 
gelism of the first century we 
note how 


IT USED DIFFERENT MEANS 


As we look closely into this 
wondeful first chapter of John 
we will discover how two men 
were won by the preaching of a 
sermon. It was not a long sermon, 
in fact the shortest one in the 
Bible, but when John cried out 
“Behold the Lamb of God,” ‘the 
two disciples heard him speak, 
and they followed, Jesus’ (Vs. 
37). It was preached the second 
time before they responded, yet 
God honors the preaching of His 
Word and states that “... it 
pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that be- 
lieve” (I Cor. 1:21). 

Still another was won by a 
relative and the message used of 
God through the lips of a brother 


was very simple, “We _ have 
found the Messiah.” There was 
nothing complex, nothing pro- 


found about it, but a precious 
witness to the Person of the 
Lord. 

Again we see how another soul 
was won directly by the testi- 
mony of the Saviour Himself. 
Who could resist His sweet and 
gentle voice! We do not hear it 
audibly today for the Living 
Word has gone on high, but we 
have the written Word which is 
sufficient for the needy souls of 
men. Ours is to use it for “the 
law of the Lord is perfect, con- 
verting the soul...” (Ps. 19:7). 


Lastly, we see how one friend 
brought another into the pres- 
ence of the Lord Jesus. And this 
is our privilege, for we can bring 
men into contaet with the Holy 
Spirit as we witness to them of 
the Saviour and show them the 
way of salvation. We often think 
of what Paul wrote, “To the 
weak became I as weak, that I 
might gain the weak: I am made 
all things to all men, that I 
might by all means save some. 
And this I do for the gospel’s 
sake, that I might be partaker 
thereof with you” (I Cor. 9:22, 
23). 


This chapter reveals another 
striking feature about the evan- 
gelism of the Saviour and His 
disciples, 


‘IT INVOLVED SACRIFICE 


Those who were led to Christ 
were found by earnest seekers. 
The lost did not come to the 
disciples making inquiry, but the 
disciples went out, even as we 
are called upon to go into the 
highways and byways, and on 
and on until the uttermost part 
of the earth is reached. We read, 
“The day following Jesus would 
go forth into Galilee, [He saw a 
soul which needed Him] and 
findeth Philip .. .” 

Personal evangelism involves 
sacrifice of time, of self-interests 
and of pleasure. The trophies of 
grace we will want to wear in 
that coming day will not be won 
while we are sitting cozily before 
the fireplace enjoying the de- 
lights of home. They will be won 
as we go forth to where sinners 
are and snatch them as brands 
from the burning.

and every passion of your soul is 
read in the white light of the 
words that Jesus spoke while on 
earth? 


I don’t care if you are a leading 
citizen! I don’t care if you have 
received the approval of the pub- 
lic; that does not weigh an iota 
in the Divine balances. I don’t 
care ‘if you are a social leader! 
God cares nothing about’ the 
foibles and fancies of society. I 
don’t care if you are a scholar 
and have taken diplomas from a 
dozen colleges; the question and 
the only question is: Can you 
measure up to the standard that 
God has established? 


Those that offend will be found 
wanting. “The Son of man shall 
send forth his angels, and they 
shall gather out of his kingdom all 
things that offend, and them 
which do iniquity; And shall cast 


‘them into a furnace of fire; there 


shall be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth” (Matt. 13:41,42). 

Just think of the thousands of 
ways you can offend and displease 
God. Go home, get your concord- 
ance, and look up those words 
offend and displease, and see how 
many times they are mentioned in 
the Scriptures. 


II. Lovers of Pleasure More 
Than Lovers of God 
Found Wanting 


Here is another class that will 
be weighed and found wanting: 
The people who love social gather- 
ings, but stay away from the 
prayer meetings. ‘‘Lovers of plea- 
sure more than lovers of God” 
(II Tim. 3:4). 


You never saw a dancing, card- 
playing, theater-going, pleasure- 
loving church member’ who a- 
mounted to the snap of your fin- 
ger. It is not the liar, the thief 
or the cut-throat that is hurting 
the church and demoralizing: our 
homes; it is this tide of world- 
liness that is sweeping over this 
country. You can crowd your 
churches with _ entertainments, 
festivals, dramatic performances, 
lectures, concerts, and the fol-de- 
rols of the world, but the church 
that has these frivolities is godless 
and Christless. If I had my way 
with such a bunch, I would dyna- 
mite the church and_ torpedo 
them. I would not allow the 
church of God to be degenerated 
into a third-rate amusement 
bureau. It is a shame to desecrate 
God’s house and commercialize it 
with worldly things. 


You cannot save humanity with 
the Devil’s tools. People, you can 
crowd your church with worldly 
things but when you try to get it 
filled for a prayer meeting, Sun- 
day school, or evangelistic service, 
you find that the majority of the 
people have asthma or gout or 
cold or locomoter ataxia or creep- 
ing paralysis and all the other dis- 
eases, afflictions and infirmities 
that are known to humanity. The 
question of their health is of such 
peculiar importance that they can- 
not come out at night! But you 
let some old society dame, or bell- 
wether of the Devil give some kind 
of an entertainment or blowout; 
you can bet your life that they 
will all be on the job with dresses 
too short at the top and too high 
at the bottom, and so much paint 
and powder on their mugs that if 
you were to kiss them, you would 
have painters’ colic! 

My friends, this country is not 
only commercially mad, but we 
are pleasure mad. One thing the 
world seems always able to make 
and that is a god. Today we have 
a card-playing god and a theater- 
going god, a show-going god, a

dancing-god and a Sabbath-break- 
ing god. We have forgotten and 
passed up the true God. Some of 
you people here in Bennettsville 
have taken the Christ of the Bible 
and whittled Him down to suit 
your own world-loving whims. You 
have made a Christ, like yourselves 
instead of asking th be made like 
Him. Every misconception of God 
introduces a false God. We have 
our leaders today—leaders in soc- 
iety, leaders in theater-attending, 
leaders in show-going, leaders in 
card-playing, leaders in dancing, 
leaders in clubs and leaders in 
worldly amusements; but, where 
are our leaders in Bible religion 
and vital godliness? It is time that 
we stop playing with religion and 
start living it. We have been lead- 
ers in everything that Hell could 
suggest and the Devil could con- 
coct, but trailers in religion. 


Gentlemen of the ministry, the 
greatest menace that the real 
church of God Almighty has to 
go up against today is the pow- 
dered-faced, painted-lipped, pencil- 
browed, spit-curled, light-headed, 
frizzle-topped, society-gadding, 
theater-going, dancing, .card-play- 
ing, fudge-eating sissy who knows 
more about Bridge Whist and Auc- 
tion Bridge than she does about 
attending to babies, washing 
dishes and turning flapjacks. You 
can always recognize one of them; 
they talk like they have bunions 
on their tongues. 


I never see one of these possum- 
faced, rabbit-headed monstrosities 
—the kind that wears’ breeches 
and grows whiskers—slinking a- 
round at some old society dame’s 
card party but what I feel sad; I 
fear he is the missing link. 


II. Found Wanting With A 
Form of Godliness, but 
No Power 


Another class that will be 
weighed and found wanting are 
those who have a form of godli- 
ness, but deny the power thereof. 
Our churches today are crowded 
with people who never claimed 
religion and no one ever accused 
them of having it, yet they are 
turning wheels in wheels, busy in 
church affairs, and have all kinds 
of religious paraphernalia attach- 
ed to them; their activities are 
beautiful, but you wouldhave to 
turn Yerkes’ telescope on them to 
see any difference between them 
and the average non-member of the 
church. There is no God, no spirit, 
no unction, no fire, no zeal, no 
enthusiasm about him, and he is 
the same old mechanical, perfunc- 
tory, stereotyped routine from one 
end of the year to the other. 


The chief danger that confronts 
the present century will be religion 
without the Holy Ghost, Chris- 
tianity without Christ, forgiveness 
without repentance, salvation 
without regeneration, the letter 
without the spirit, politics with- 
out God, and Heaven without Hell. 
The infidelity that is hurting the 
church in this Twentieth Century 
is not theoretical infidelity. The in« 
fidelity that is demoralizing our 
churches and ruining our homes 
and paralyzing vital godliness is 
the practical infidelity among our 
church members. 

Here is a fellow who believes the 
Bible from Genesis to Revelation 
and won’t do one thing. Now you 
have a fool and a rascal mixed in 
one compound. It is the most aw- 
ful mixture that Jesus Christ ever 
tackled while on earth. He believes 
in prayer meeting, but he never 
gets out only about once in a quar- 
ter; he believes in family prayer, 
but you can’t prove it by his wife 
and children; he believes in the 
missionary cause, but it is like 
pulling teeth to get him to come 
across. He goes on the principle 
that he that believeth not shall be 
damned, and he believes every- 
thing. If that kind were auction+ 
ed off and I had to purchase them, 
they wouldn’t bring five cents per 
dozen in any market on earth, 
Heaven or Hell. 


Paul said in his letter to Timo- 
thy that this would be the condi- 
tions in the last days. The past two 
decades have surely seen the ful- 
fillment of this prophecy. Meetings 
held on Bible lines, demanding 


real, genuine repentance and the

conversion that brings the witness 
of the Spirit, are among the relics 
of the past. Even in pronounced 
evangelical churches we have cam- 


_paigns for members; people are 


urged to join the church; cards 
are signed; people are told to come 
down and accept Christ—but does 
Christ accept them? Confessions 
without repentance are asked for. 
With these propagandas we are 
eorralling into the church today 
thousands of people, and the rug- 
ged old doctrines of repentance, 
witness of the Spirit, new birth, 
depravity, sin, Hell, judgment, play 
little or no part in our modern re- 
vivals. Salvation is made easy and 
popular. In other words, the soft 
pedal is put on. Lots of the big 
evangelistic campaigns carry little 
more convictions with them than 
a Chautauqua program. In every 
church is found a few choice spirits 
who seek the old paths, but they are 
in a small minority. The vast ma- 
jority have a form of godliness 
without the power. 


IV. Found Wanting Because 
. Heart Turned Away From 
Truth 


A fourth class. that will be 
weighed in the balance and found 
wanting is those who turn away 
their ears from the truth. Paul, in 
writing to Timothy, exhorted him 
to ‘Preach the word; be instant in 
season, out of season; reprove, re- 
buke, exhort with longsuffering 
and doctrine. For the time will 
come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; but after their 
own lusts shall they heap to them- 
selves teachers, having itching 
ears; And they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth, and shall 
be turned unto fables” (II Tim.4:2- 
4). For the time will come when 
they will not endure sound doc- 
trine, but after their own pleasure 
of lusts they shall heap to them- 
selves Mrs. Winslow’s Soothing 
Syrup preachers who will be 
John-like and smooth-like and 
who will rub them on their heads 
and pat them on their backs, tickle 
their chins and give them essays 
on art and travel, psychological 
messages and stereopticon views. 


They want their pastor to say 
touching and tender things about 
“Little Willie who has gone to 
Heaven,” .“Moonshine on your 
mother’s grave,” and “Tell Aunt 
Maria I’ll be there.” They do not 
want a preacher to pull the veneer 
off their rottenness and deviltry, 
making sin to appear as sin and 
holding them up before blazing 
light and scorching presence of 
God Almighty’s purity. They do 
not want to hear sermons that 
deal personally, pointedly and 
piercingly with their hypocrisy and 
deviltry. They seem to relish and 
say they greatly delight in nice 
little talks on Emerson, Shakes- 
peare, Chaucer, Cato and Aristotle. 
But sermons which describe the 
State of the heart, character of 
life, and the perils of the soul and 
the claims of Jesus Christ, and 
the story of the Cross grate on 
their super-ultra, hyper-sensitive, 
refined natures and they roll their 
eyes like a dying calf and look 
like they have a hair shirt on. 
They say, “His preaching may 
reach some, but it cannot help 
mMe.”’ 


God said, “I hewed them with 
my prophets.’”’ Now a hewer’s axe 
is not made to daub on salve or 
spread a poultice with. God: said, 
“IT cut them, I lacerated them with 
my preachers.” A preacher ought 
to be a cross between a billy goat 
and a mule—butt at one end and 
kick at the other. Some are afraid 
they will stir up_ strife—better 
have some strife than all go to 
Hell together in a rocking chair, 
palmetto fan brigade. 


_I very seldom go to a town and 
open up an evangelistic campaign 
but that some good old brother or 
sister will call me to one side and 
Say, ‘‘Mac, we are a very peculiar 
people around here, and everything 
has been very quiet in this com- 
munity.” (So is everything very 
quiet in a graveyard!) “If you 
don’t watch the language you are 
using, it will cause agitation.” Well, 
where there is no agitation there is 
no salvation; and where there is no 
Salvation there is stagnation, and 
Stagnation is the next station to 


damnation. T’ll tell you, we need 
some agitation in these mildewed, 
ossified, fossilized, corroded, cold- 
storage, North Pole, Arctic Region 
embalming fluid, black hearse, 
tombstone churches. You will find 
about as much inspiration in them 
as you would find in a morgue. I 
want to say this: If you are a 


God, you are reckless of conse- 


quences or else you have lost your 
commission. 


old backwoods Methodist preacher, 
was invited by the sky pilot of one 
of our great boulevard churches to 


day night. Just as old Cartright 
was taking his text, he felt the 
Doctor of Divinity pulling the tail 
of his shad-bellied coat. He turned 
around and asked him what he 
wanted and the preacher said: 
“Mr. Cartright, you must be very 
careful tonight; President Andrew 
Jackson is in the congregation and 
you must be very considerate of 
your language, because you might 
offend him.” 


Old Peter turned around so 
quickly that his old coat popped 
like the tail of a fox squirrel up a 
tree, and he cried, “Who is Presi- 
dent Jackson? If he doesn’t repent 
of this sins and come to God 
through the atoning blood of Jesus 
Christ, he will be damned just as 
quick as a chicken-stealing guinea 
Negro.” 


The learned doctor said, “Yes, 
President Jackson will settle with 
you after the sermon.” 


And old Peter roared out, ‘Yes, 
and two of us can settle.” 


After Peter Cartright had 
preached a great sermon, Presi- 
dent Jackson walked down to the 
front and said, “Mr. Cartright, I 
wish I had an army made up of 
your kind.” And they became fast 
friends. 


A fifth class that will be weigh- 
ed in the balances and _ found 
wanting are the lukewarm. John 
had been banished to theIsle of 
Patmos, rolling sea on one side 
and towering mountains on the 
other. God-looked down on that 
bleak, barren island and said to 
.His lonely servant, “Write,” and 
John picked up his pen and wrote 
to the Laodicean church and said, 
“I know thy works, that thou art 
neither hot nor cold: I would thou 
wert cold or hot. So then because 
thou art lukewarm, and neither 
cold nor hot, I will spew thee out 
of my mouth” ( Rev. 3:15, 16) 


The lukewarm bunch is a pro- 
position to God. He said, “I would 
you were cold or hot, but because 
you are neither, I will spew thee 
out of my mouth.” These _ Lao- 
diceans were a type of thousands 


of Christians we have in this 
country today. They were the 
tweedle-dee, tweedle-dum, good- 


Lord, good-Devil ‘“You-tickle-me- 
I’ll-tickle-you” set of straddlers 
that we see in every church of this 
land. No man can be neutral in re- 
gard to Christianity; you must be 
for Him or against Him; con- 
fess Him or deny Him; accept Him 
or reject Him; let Him into your 
heart or shut Him out. God does 
not want any four-flushers or 
false-alarms. The Christian - re- 
ligion is the most intense thing on 
earth today. 


Henry Ward Beecher was in a 
certain community and a man 
brought him a horse and buggy to 
take a drive. Beecher asked him if 
the horse was gentle; the fellow 
said, ‘‘Yes, he’s not afraid of any- 
thing and will work anywhere.” 


Beecher said, “My, my, I would 
like to have one church member 
just like him, one that is not 
afraid of anything and will work 
anywhere!” 

I read not long ago of a big fine 
bay horse that wouldn’t work any- 
where except to a little red-striped 
buggy. Every pastor has a lot of 
the little red-stripped buggy kind to 
contend with, the Sunday morning, 
eleven o'clock, kid-glove, dress- 
parade crowd. Try to hitch one of 
them up to a Sunday evening serv- 
vice and he will run away; try to

You never saw a fellow acknow- 
lege that he was lukewarm. You 
can go to him and say, “Brother, 
you have grown cold and indif- 
ferent and half-hearted in your at- 
titude toward Jesus Christ; you 
are negative and non-committal 
when it comes to the means of 
grace,” and you will see him swell 
up, put on an inflated, pompous 
air, stand back on his hind legs 
and say, “Oh, no; I am a conser- 
vative man.” And he delights to 
talk about conservatism in religi- 
ous matters. People who cool off 
and let up and let down and dry 
up are said to be conservative. 


Think of the Apostle Paul say- 
ing that he was running a race 
and that he had laid aside every 
weight and sin which hindered him 
in his going, and that he had start- 
ed in this race at Damascus and 
never intended to let up until the 
gates clicked on his heels as he 
entered the pearly portals. He said 
he was not like the man who was 
beating the air, but he had burned 
every bridge behind him; his soul 
was on the stretch for God and he 
was getting somewhere. He said 
that he was not looking at the mis- 
takes of yesterday, nor the day be- 
fore; he wasn’t looking at the folks 
nor himself but he was looking unto 
Jesus and reaching forth and 
pressing forward to the mark of 
the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus. 


Compare Paul’s intensity and 
enthusiasm with the cold, lack- 
adaisical attitude of the average 
church member of today. Oh, this 
self-sufficiency that we find in 
every community! It seems that 
the majority of church members 
are satisfied with their religious 
attainments; they are. marking 
time and building their camp fires 
at the same spot day after day and 
month after month. There is no 
crossing over and moving up and 
seeking higher grounds. 


My friend, if you are a normal 
Christian, you are better today 
than you were yesterday. You ad- 
vance or you retrograde; decrease 
or increase; progress or retrogress. 
We have a lot of brick-bat church 
members who are no larger today 
than they were yesterday. They 
have the same old moonshine re- 
ligion without any warmth or fire 
about it. The less you go to church, 
the less you want to go; the less 
you read your Bible, the less you 
want to; the less you attend 
prayer meeting, the less you will 
want to; the less you pray, the 
less you will want to pray. The 
more religion you have, the more 
you will want. ; 

My friends, are you satisfied 
with this cold, frosty, chilly, luke- 
warm, milk and cider, chalk af- 
fair that you call religion? That is 
not the question: Is the great God 
satisfied? It is remarkable how 
little religion will satisfy some 
people, and then it is just as re- 
markable how much it takes to 
satisfy God. I have seen that old 
Mohammedan who said that Jesus 
was the offspring of a Jewish har- 


religion, but was God. satisfied? 


And last, he that hatéth his 
brother will be weighed in the 
balances and found wanting. “If 
a man say, I love God, and hateth 
his brother he is a liar: for he that 
loveth not his brother whom he

lot and he was satisfied with his 


hath seen, how can we love God 
whom he hath not seen?” (1 John 
4:20). Now, according to this 
Scripture, if you say you love God, 
and at the same time have an 
unforgiving spirit in your heart 
towards your fellowman, you are a 
miserable liar. John not only said 
that you were a liar, but he said 
the scales of Hell are on your eyes 
and that you were groping your 
way through the darkness and 
knew not where you went, because 
you were blinded by that darkness. 
He not only said you were a liar 
and walking in darkness, but your 
hands were scarlet with the blood 
of murder and that no murderer 
hath eternal life abiding in him. 


Oh, how many people with their 
names on the church roll and with 
an unforgiving spirit in their souls 
are staggering down the road of 
life with their hands scarlet with 


of perdition on their eyes! They 
are deceived, and know it not. 
Probably you say he is not your 
brother. All right; turn over to 
Matthew 5:44, “But I say unto 
you, love your enemies, bless them 
that curse you, do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for them 
which despitefully use you, and 
persecute you.” 


Do you love your enemies? Yes, 
the majority of you love them out 
of your sight. The Bible: says if 
they slap one side of your cheek, 
turn the other. I don’t know 
whether I have gotten down to 
this one-cheek basis or not. You 
might slap one side of my face, 
and I would clear for action like a 
battleship. ’'d advise you not to do 
it. I am not responsible for this 
verse of Scripture being in the Bi- 
ble, but I know it means some- 
thing to love men when they have 
wronged you and pray for them 
when they have despitefully used 
you. 


But He says, “My grace is suf- 
ficient for you.’ Since the Lord 
saved me sixteen years ago, two 
men have taken it upon themselves 
to insult me without any provo- 
cation in the world. I didn’t resent 
it, but went home and got down 
on my knees and asked God's 
blessings. upon them. These men 
knew that I had given. my.heart 
to God, because if you had offered 
them a house filled with diamonds 
before the Lord saved me that 
wouldn’t have been any induce- 
ment to them to do what they 
did. And I want to say here that 
if it hadn’t been for the grace 
of God in my heart, I would have 
never slept on a bed or eaten at a 
table until I had secured revenge. 
Everybody who knows me will say 
that I am telling the truth. But 
you say you love his soul—you 
don’t try to save his soul. “There- 
fore if thine enemy hunger, feed 
him; if he thirsts, give him drink: | 
for in so doing thou shalt heap 
coals of fire on his head” (Rom. 
12:20). 

My friends, are you following 
out this divine precept, returning 
good for evil? Well, suppose the 
other fellow is wrong? I'll use 
Brother Douglas as an illustra- 
tion. Now, let us suppose that he 
feels that I have wronged him. 
I’ll say that he feels that I have 
wronged him, but I haven't. I am 
going to pray now. (Here Mac 
goes over and kneels down by the 
chair). “Therefore if thou bring 
thy gift to the altar,and there re 
memberest that thy brother hath 
aught against thee; Leave there 
thy gift before the altar, and go 
thy way; first be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then come and offer 
thy gift” (Matt. 5:23, 24). Oh, yes, 
I remember that Brother Douglas 
has aught against me; he feels 
that I have wronged him and I 
must go and be reconciled to him. 


I go over and take him by the 
hand and say, “Brother, if I have 
wronged or offended you, I want 
you to forgive me; lifeis too short 
and death is too certain and eter- 
nity is too long for me to run any 
risk of losing my soul. I haven't 
got but one, and if I lose that, I 
have lost all.” Now, I can go and 
get my prayer through to the 
Grand Central Station of the sky. 
Why? Because I am _ reconciled 
with my brother. 


People, hundreds of you, have 
never heard from God because you 
are not willing to be reconciled 
or apologize to someone who has 
wronged you or whom you’ have 
wronged. I have seen the dark, 


clouded faces and the heavy, 


leathery countenances of hundreds 
of people in my congregations who 
have never gotten their prayers 
through to God because they were 
unwilling to shake hands or write 
letters of apology or be reconcil- 
ed to some one. Listen to the com- 
mand of God: “Be kind to one 
another, . even as God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven you” 
(Eph. 4:32). One of the evidences 
of vital godliness is that we know 
we have passed from death be- 
cause we love the brethren. 


“By this shall all men know that 


ye are my disciples, if you have» 


love one to another” (John 13:35). 
What we need today is_ brotherly 
love, we members of the church. 
Methodists, Baptists, Presbyter- 
ians, Christians, Reforms. Oh what 
a grand sight to see every Chris- 
tian man love every other Chris- 
tian man! But what a sad sight to 
see members of the church getting 
in each other’s way and splitting 
hairs over non-essentials and whit- 
tling nothing off to a point, and 
talking about each other and 
cheating each other! They are not 
the Lord’s lambs that you see at 
that; they are the Devil’s goats. 
Love sets a man free. The best 
way in the world to kill a fellow 
is to love him to death; then you 
don’t have to bury him. 


Alexander the Great conquered 
worlds; so did Napoleon. Poor Al- 
exander the Great died a conquer- 
ed wretch; poor Napoleon died a 
banished, conquered wretch on the 
island of St. Helena. Napoleon, 
while on that mid-ocean island, 
walked out from his apartment. 
His body was emaciated by di- 
sease, and death was staring him 
in the face; he looked up at the 
blue canopy of the sky, studded 
with the stars of Heaven, and 
said, “Alexander the Great, Charle- 
magne and I conquered by force 
and founded our kingdoms by 
force, and our kingdoms have 
melted away; but Jesus Christ 
founded His kingdom on love, and 
millions of men would fall at His 
feet and die for Him if it were 
necessary.”

it will come to pass that “at the 
name of Jesus every knee should 
bow, of things in Heaven, and 
things in earth, and things under 
‘the earth; and that every tongue 
should confess that Jesus Christ is 
i.ord, to the glory of God the Fa- 
ther” (Phil. 2:10, 11). The out- 
raged, offended, wounded, rejected

“And when all things shall be

Son also himself be subject unto 
him that put all. things under 
him, that God may be all in(all” 
(I Cor. 15:24-28). 

It is then that Jesus “shall see 
the travail of his soul and shall 
(Isa. 53:11). Then 
He will experience to the full ‘the 
joy that was set before him” men- 
tioned in Hebrews 12:2. Then 
Christ will have completed glor- 
iously the task given Him by the 
Father. His joy will be complete 
throughout the ages of ages, and 
ours, too. And God will wipe away 
all tears! Then there will be no 
more tears in Heaven. 


Ah, dear reader, sin is so much 
more terrible than we _ have 
thought! It is not so soon done 
with as men think. Sin is a hor- 
rible, heartbreaking rebellion a- 
gainst God, against Christ, against 
all righteousness! It sent Christ 
to the cross. It ruined all the para- 
dise of God. Every heart it has 
touched has to be cleansed by 
blood in salvation, or judged by 
fire.

IV. Tears Over Sinners Gone To 
Hell! 


Isaiah 25:8 and Revelation 7:17 
indicate that God will have wiped 
away tears from the faces of His 
beloved long before the time men- 
tioned in our text, Revelation 21:4. 
But one especially tragic ‘event 
will again flood the face of every 
Christian in Heaven with tears 
after the thousand years of peace 
and happiness on earth with Christ 
has been ended. This event is. the 
terrible White Throne Judgment 
of the unsaved dead which is pic- 
tured so clearly in Revelation 20: 
11-15. That passage tells how the 
graves and the sea will give up 


their souls will come out of Hell, 
so that every knee can bow be- 
fore Christ and every tongue con- 
fess that He is Lord, and then 
they will be publicly judged out 
of the record books and sentenced, 
according to their works. These 
are the lost, the poor doomed 
souls who will have’ spent long 
years in Hell. And then at long 
last they will be dragged out for 
God’s public vindication, so that 
never a mother can say, ““My bay 
didn’t have a fair chance’; that 
never a heathen man can Say, “I 
didn’t deserve to go to Hell’; that 
never an imp in Hell can say that 
God wasn’t fair; that never an 
angel weeping over the sorrow of 
sin can feel that anything else 
could have been done. 


And in that judgment, Chris- 
tians will be present, too, to bear 
witness against the lost, as you 


saved men of Nineveh, who re- 
pented at the preaching of Jonah, 
shall rise up in judgment against 
those in the time of. Christ who 
did not repent, so many a mother 
will testify against her boy, many 
a wife against her husband, many 
a father against his children, and 
many a preacher against his 
audience! And then all these sin- 
ners who have already been to 
Hell will be checked by the book 
of life; and none will find their 
names there! What infinite sad- 
ness when sinners depart from the 
face of God forever into the sec- 
ond death! 


“And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire’ (Rev. 
20:15). 

But there are just three verses 
between this description of that 
awful judgment and of the last 


sinners departing into Hell for-} 


ever and the verse which tells us 


tears! 


“And God shall wipe away all 


the bodies of the dead and how : 


see from Matthew 12:41. As the] 


that God shall wipe away all} 


shall be no more. death, neither 
sorrow, nor erying, neither shall 
there be any more pain: for the 
former things are passed away” 
(Rev. 21:4). 

The blessed promise that God 
shall wipe away all tears follows 
immediately after the description 
of the last judgment. So in Heav- 
en, I have no doubt, men and 
angels will weep with Christ over 
the doom of lost souls. God will 
need to wipe away our tears anew 
and afresh after we behold count- 
less sinners, including many loved 
ones and friends, departing for- 
ever into the lake of fire. 


I cannot imagine that the Sav- 
iour will take any delight in the 
doom of the damned in that awful 
day. I cannot imagine that any 
mother will rejoice as she sees 
her poor boy go into Hell. I can- 
not imagine that .any evangelist 
who wept over sinners, having left 
home and having given up the 
pleasures and honors of this life 
in order to win souls and keep 
them out of Hell, can rejoice at 
the horrible picture. I weep now 
over sinners. Why should I not 
weep then? 

I-know that I will be reconciled 
to the will of God. I know that 
Christ Himself will be comforted 
in seeing that justice is done and 


that sin is forever brought to an 
end. When sinners, poor, wicked, 
tormented sinners who yet will 
not repent, are refused entrance 
into Heaven and sent to the lake 
of fire, every person in the un- 
iverse, every angel and every de- 
mon, will know that it is inevit- 
able and just and right, and so 
we will consent. But we will weep! 


I do not want it otherwise. I 
would not want to have a stony 
heart in Heaven. I would not want 
to be so glad over my own sSalva- 
tion that I did not care about the 
doom of the lost. I Know my 
heart will be broken as I see the 
millions of those past redemption 
depart, without any hope, into 
eternal torment, cast both soul 
and body into Hell, as Jesus prom- 
ised in Matthew 10:28. I can im- 
agine that never in all the history 
of the universe will there be as 
many people weeping as when we 
say good-by for the last time to 
the lost. 


And then the dear Lord. will 
take us to the new earth, Ssur- 
rounded by the new Heaven, and 
the holy New Jerusalem will come 
down from God out of Heaven. 
Then we will have an end of pain 
and sorrow and crying and death. 
All these, thank God, will be -for- 


ever done! And then God Himself 


will wipe away our tears. 

If one reads this who has not 
made sure of Heaven, who has 
not repented of his sins and trust- 
ed Christ alone for salvation, I 
beg you, in view of the tears of 
Heaven, to be saved today! 

And now let us meditate again 
on the blessed promise, and re- 
joice in the sweetness of God’s 
glorious promise: 

“And I saw a new heaven and 
a new earth; for the first heaven 
and the first earth were passed 
away; and there was no more sea, 

“And I, John, saw the holy city, 
new Jerusalem, coming down from 
God out of heaven, prepared as @ 
bride adorned for her husband. 

“And I heard a great voice out 
of heaven saying, Behold, the tab- 
ernacle of God is with men, and 
he will dwell with them, and they 
shall be his people, and God him- 
self shall be with them, and be 
their God. 

“AND GOD. SHALL WIPE 
AWAY ALL TEARS FROM 
THEIR EYES; and there shall be 
no more death, neither sorrow, nor. 
crying, neither shall there be any 
more pain; for the former things 
are passed away” (Rev. 21:1-4).
